An out-of-court settlement 
of a dispute over the will of the 
late William “Count” Basie has 
not ended the argument over 
disposition of his estate. 

Basie and his. wife, Cathe- 
rine, had one natural daughter, 
Diane, now 42, who is severely 
retarded. Over the years, the 
legendary jazzman and his wife 
also unofficially “adopted” 
four others: Pamela Mosley 
Jackson, who now lives in Mis- 
souri City, Texas; Lamont Gil- 
more, who is not involved in the 
dispute; Philadelphia-based 
Rosemary Matthews, the 
founder of the Count Basie 
Jazz Society, and Aaron 
Woodward, the chief executive 
officer of Count Basie Enter- 
prises, against whom the suit 
was brought. 

Catherine Basie died in 1983; 
the “Count,” in February, 1984. 
There had been three prior 
wills before a final one, signed 
two months before Basie’s 
death. The latest will, unlike 
the others, did not name Jack- 
son as an heir.

Sanctions and the Senate 


In acourageous move, the U.S. 
Senate has done what had to be 
done: give a bipartisan rebuke to 
the Reagan Administration's pol- 
icy of “constructive engage- 
ment” in South Africa. 

The Senate's 84-14 vote in 
support of various economic 
sanctions against that racist 
South African regime demon- 
strates more than ever that the * 
question of our moral policy 
toward such egregious racism is 
a matter for bipartisan concern -- 
a concern which we wishes Mr. 
Reagan shared. 

Indeed, in his recent news con- 
ference, Reagan continued to 
demonstrate his total insensitiv- 
ity to the needs of the Black 
majority. He continues to ascribe 
support for sanctions to some 
communist fringe element in 
South Africa -- notwithstanding 
the fact that this “fringe” group 
includes Nobel laureate Bishop 
Desmond Tutu and United 
Democratic Front leader Allan 
Boesak. He undermines the legi- 
timacy of the African National 
Congress -- even as his own 
Secretary of State, George 
Shultz, attempts to negotiate 
with the ANC. Reagan has even 
had the temerity to assert pub- 
licly that South African leader 
P.W. Botha, the chief defender of 
the South African system, is 
attempting to dismantle 
apartheid. 


Clearly, the U.S. Senate has 
seen through the hypocrisy of 
the Reagan administration's 
approach to the moral issues that 


confront us in our dealings with 
that nation. 

The sanctions supported by 
the Senate are not nearly as 
tough as those passed by the 
House of Representatives, which 
were the brainchild of Black 
Congressman Ronald V. Del- 
lums. However, they are suffi- 
cient to express. the moral out- 
rage that Americans feel at the 
shameful treatment of Blacks in 
the world’s only pigmentocracy. 

And, the 84-14 vote in the 
Senate -- 17 votes more than 
necessary to overcome a poten- 
tial presidential veto -- willsenda 
pointed message to the South 
African government that Ronald 
Reagan, while personally a 
friend of the right-wing racist 
regime in South Africa, does not 
speak for the fair-minded Demo- 
crats and Republicans who are 
offended by the violence and 
brutality of the racist South Afri- 
can government. 

Ronald Reagan had a saying, 
when he was developing his tax 
and spending policies in the face 
of Congressional opposition, 
that the American people were 
with him and that he did not care 
if the politicians “would see the 
light as long as they could feel 
the heat.” 

It is pointedly clear that Rea- 
gan refuses to see the light on 
South Africa. It is hoped that at 
least he can feel-the heat of a 
nationwide movement in the Uni- 
ted States for justice in South 
Africa -- and recognize that the 
vote in the Senate was only a 
small flicker in that raging flame. 


The Class of 1999 


The demographics of the 
youngsters that will comprise 
America’s Class of 1999 reveals 
how necessary a quality educa- 
tion is, if America is to maintain 
parity in the global economy. 
Statistics clearly demonstrate 
the difficult task confronting 
school board members and edu- 
cators throughout the nation. 
There are tough times ahead and 
no solutions in sight. 

According to the Ohio School 
Board Association (OSBA) 3.6 
million American children will 
begin their formal education 
next month and, with the excep- 
tion of immigrants, Ohio's child- 
ren will not vary very much from 
the’ statistical sample extrapo- 
lated by Harold “Bud” Hodgkin- 
son. 

One out of four children enter- 
ing schoo! will be from improver- 
ished families; 14 percent will be 
‘children of teenage mothers; 15 
percent will be handicapped; 15 
‘percent will be immigrants 
‘whose native language is not 
english; 14 percent will be child- 
ren of unmarried parents; 40 per- 
cent will live in a broken home 
before they reach 18; 10 percent 
will have poorly educated or illi- 
terate .parents;..between 25. and 
33 percent will be latch key chil- 
dren; and 25 percent will not fin- 
ish school. 


These are the Americans that 
will compete in a global market 
against the finest scientists, 
technicians and academicians of 
our competitors who get far 
more education, beginning at an 
earlier age then Americans. Jap- 
anese children, educated in 
Ohio, point out the contrast. 

Governor Richard Celeste 
recently proposed that a school 


for Japanese children be opened 
because they are invaribly 
behind their homeland class- 
mates, when their parents 
returned to Japan after a two or 
three year tour of duty at the 
Honda plant in central Ohio. 
While language is another bar- 
rier, the principal one seems to 
be the lack of classroom time and 
homework. Americans must 
attend school for five and one- 
half hours a day, for 180 days. 
Ohio Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Dr. Franklin B. Wal- 
ter, says children only spend 
one-eight or ninth of the availa- 
ble time being educated. In 
Japan the difference is striking. 
Students attend school 240 
days a year and Japanese school 
days are eight hours or longer, 
followed by copious amounts of 
homework. Ohio’s Department 
of Education has begun to 
implement a number of reforms 
to upgrade the performance of 
the Ohio system. Among the 
efforts is attracting quality 
teachers and providing inservice 
training; extending the school 
year; providing appropriate pre- 
school experiences; individual- 
izing each child’s education; 
instruction. on citizenship and 
responsibility; graduating 100 
percent of students; providing 
equal education opportunity; 
educating adults; and giving all 
students academic and employ- 
ability skills. 

That's a tall order, but Ohio is 
working on it. Parents and 
employers throughout the state 
have an obligation to see that 
their local school boards follow 
the state initiatives. The students 
entering school next month, wilt 
come out 13 years from now, 
ready or not, as the Class of 1

| am writing in hopes* of 
bridging a gap filled with mis- 
understanding, distrust and 
ill-feelings. 

| am currently incarcerated, 
for a period of three years, at 
Marion Correctional Institu- 
tion. During the period of time 
that | have been here, | have 
noticed unrest and depres- 
sion among my fellow 
inmates, as well as feeling the 
same myself. The reasons for 
this problem stems from lack 
of communication with the 

outside world. 

Feelings of this nature can 
sometimes prove catastropic 
for someone upon his return 
to the outside world. This is 
because he feels no one cared 
while he was locked up, there- 
fore. no one cares while he is 
free. 

It can also stem from his 
guilty feelings about being 
locked up and the feeling that 
no one wants to care about 
him. 

This low feeling of self- 
esteem is truly self-defeating 
to a man who wants truly to 
regain a respectable place in 
society. The people who tend 
to treat him according to how 
he feels is no assistance in 
helping him recover. 

Please believe that | am not 
making excuses for any of us- 
-just giving an explanation. In 
order to rectify a wrong, you 
must first recognize it as being 
such. There is not one of us, 
jailed or free, who does not 
have a devious side. As one of 
the wisest in mankind's his- 
tory once stated, “...he who is 
without sin, cast the first 
stone.” 

There are a great number of 
men incarcerated, who are 
intelligent, humane, compas- 
sionate, caring and loving, 
who only need to know that 
someone is willing to give 
them achance. We are only as 
far away as your pen and 
paper. 

There is truly another side 
of the inside. | am asking for 
myself as well as anyone else 
who seeks pen pals and new 
friendships. We realize that we 
did something wrong and we 
are paying for it. | truly realize 
that-freedom-is-man’s-most 
precious possession. We now 
realize its true worth. 

Through it all, we still care -- 
do you?

Much has been made, this year, 
of the fact that two women will be 
running against each other for 
the post of governor of Nebraska. 
But a more interesting set of cir- 
cumstances is developing in 
Michigan and California: Blacks 
there -- one Republican, one 
Democrat -- are running to 
become their states’ governor. 


It is the first time in history that 
two Black men have run at one 
time for the post of governor. 
indeed, not since P.B.S. Pinch- 
back served for 30 days in Loui- 
siana during Reconstruction has ' 
a Black served as a governor of 
any state. And, no Black had 
ever been nominated as a guber- 
natorial candidate of a major 
party until 1982, when Los 
Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley was 
the Democratic standard bearer 


, in California, losing in a very 


close election to George 
Deukmejian. 


Now Bradley is running against 
Deukmejian for a second time. 
However, the ranks have been 
bolstered by the nomination of 
Wayne County (Detroit) execu- 
tive William Lucas as the Repub- 
lican candidate to oppose

incumbent Democratic governor 
James Blanchard. 


Lucas was one of the Republi- 
can party's big catches when it 
attempted, in 1965, to get 100,000 
key Democrats to switch party 
identification. The plum held out 
for Lucas was the possibility that 
he would be his new party's 
nominee for governor, and he 
defeated three other candidates - 
to make that dream a reality. 


Ohio Republican Party Chair- 


man Michael P. Colley called 
Lucas’ nomination “a break- 
through, and symbolic and 
meaningful.” 


The choice of Lucas by the 
Republicans presents an interest- 
ing dilemma to many Black 
Democrats. The nomination 
represents, after all, adream come 
true in politics for Blacks, and 
there will probably be strong 
support for his candidacy from 
many Blacks who see the oppor- 
tunity as too great to pass up. 


“Blacks should not be shackled 
to one vartv: they should be 
involved in establishing policy in 
both parties,” Colley added. “Bill 
Lucas’ nomination should further 
that in American politics.” - 


Colley argued that Lucas’ nom- 
ination “demonstrates that Blacks 
can be nominated to major office 


in-both parties, and if Black = 
voters support Bill Lucas in Mich- 
igan, he can be elected.” 


Yet, a second question 


‘remains, the boundaries of which 


were sketched by Colley: “Blacks 
should vote for Lucas,” he said, 


* “assuming his positions on the 
__ issues are consistent with their 


views.” As the election campaign 
proceeds, Blacks in that state will 
be able to determine if Lucas . 
remains committed to the same 
kind of public policy initiatives 
which have been historically 
supported by Blacks — and 
which, in part, have historically 
tied Blacks so closely into the 
Democratic party. 


Ultimately, politics is less about 
personalities -- white or Black — 
and more about the policies 
those personalities represent. A 
Bill Lucas who continues to 
demonstrate his support for the 
traditional Black agenda of Affirm- 
ative Action, adequate funding 
for human services, and support 
for minority business develop- 
ment should gain strong support 
from Black Michiganders. 


USDA harvests new crop of racism

Most of us remember Earl Butz, 
former secretary of Agriculture, 
for his racist “joke” about Black 
people and tight shoes. However, 
his attempt at excusing the sparse 
Black presence at his agency at 
the time produced an even more 
racist, though less publicized, 
quote. Mr. Butz explained, “Blacks 
just haven't trained for agricultural 
careers.” : 

Now, 10 years later, it seems that 
not much has changed at the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (or 
USDA). Echoing Butz’s words, the 
current USDA Associate Director 
for Equal Opportunity, Lawrence 
Bembry, explains the low Black 
employment ratio in this way: “His- 
torically,...we have found that 
there is a very limited pool to 
recruit from when it comes to 
minorities.” Of course, the truth is 
that hundreds of Black students 
are graduated from agricultural 
colleges every year. Though per- 


haps Mr. Bembry doesn't know 
this. 

The situation at the USDA made 
the news recently with the firing of 
Dr. Edith Thomas, a Black admin- 
istrator and nutrionist in the 
department's Expanded Food and 
Nutrition Education Program. The 
USDA claims that she violated 
personnel rules. She charges 
racism. 


It seems Dr. Thomas wanted to 
provide greater technical assist- 
ance to Black land-grant colleges, 
which provide training in agricul- 
tural sciences and related 
research. A New York Times arti- 
cle on the controversy indicated 
that there is reason to believe Dr. 
Thomas’ claim. Administrators of 
several Black colleges have 
repeatedly charged the USDA with 
gross discrimination. 


The department is expecting as 
many as 370 discrimination com- 
plaints from employees this year. 
And as U.S. District Judge Ger- 


hard Gesell suggested during a 
hearing on the matter, “This is just 


another rather frequent race case . 


that has come to my attention from 
this agency which is obviously 
working its way into a very difficult 
problem some day in some case 
with the way it’s treating Blacks.” 


But the employment issue is 
really just the tip of the iceberg. 
At stake are billions of dollars in 
rural housing loans, operating 
loans for farmers, funds: for soil 
conservation projects and the like. 
All are. important resources, par- 
ticularly for the rural poor. 


Supporting the-charge of 
racism, an editorial in the 
Washington Post on this issue 
called Black farmers “a neglected 
USDA constituency”. The editorial 
also mentioned that at one point 
supervisors in the department's 
Federal Grain Inspection Service 
could receive a “satisfactory” 
employee rating if they were found 
guilty -- not just charged, but 


found guilty -- in no more than 3 
cases of discrimination. 

Much of the USDA assistance is 
based at the local level and it is 
here where, it is claimed, much of 
the “neglect” and outright racism 
exist: The crucial importance of a 
fair_distribution of farm loans to 


. Black farmers, for example, can- 


not be overstated. Black farmers 
lost 2 million acres over the last 10 
years, valued at $1 billion. Infor- 
mation about farm assistance pro- 
grams is still not being dissemi- 
nated equitably to Black farmers. 
Let’s remember, too, that only 10 
years ago Federal investigators 
found that the department's 
Extension Service maintained 
separate offices for Black and 
white field staff in some areas. 

At a recent press conference a 
reporter asked President Reagan 
what he planned to do about the 
fact that the USDA had been 
“severely criticized for its. treat- 
ment of minorities.” Mr. Reagan's 
response?: “I don't want any hint 


or sign in our administration that 
there is any kind of discrimination 
of that kind. And I think I've got a 
record that should make you wil- 
ling to believe that.” 

Coming from a president who 
has opposed affirmative action at 
every turn, and whose own staff 
looks like the board meeting of a 
suburban country club, this reply 
does not offer much consolation. 
However, the House Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Civil and ~>n- 
stitutional Rights, chairer = _ali- 
fornia Rep. Don Edwards, is cur- 
rently studying the charges 
against the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

At a time when farmers 

throughout this nation.-- both 
Black and white -- are in dire need 
of assistance, we must insure that 
the pie, as small as.it has become, 
is divided up fairly.

has been a great deal of public 
outcry about crime and the crimi- 
nal.

But 
what people fail to realize is that 
criminals have no rights at all. 
Only citizens are afforded the 
rights of the constitution under the 
law. So, anyone being tried is stilla 
citizen until proven guilty beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 

If someone accused you (i.e.) of 
murder it would be almost impos- 
sible for you to get a fair trial with- 
out your constitutional rights. 
Would the fact that you were 
arrested be sufficient grounds 
upon which to assume your guilt. 

Police and prosecutors don't 
arrest and take a person to trial 
without sufficient evidence; at lest 
T.V.'s T.J. Hooker never does. The 
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There is no justice in hysteria 


mere stress that crime has brought 
on, along with the hollywood 
image of the public servant always 
being honest, has in itself put us all 
in jeopardy. 

The constitution wasn’t: drawn 
up and written carefully to merely 
be a great “declaration.” It was 
designed to protest injustice and 
protect the people from the 
government because our founding 
fathers knew government can be 
intrusive and abusive. Black peo- 
ple should know that better than 
most. 

The major harm done with this 
hysteria, which in someways is 
justified, is that it more often 
affects the Blacks, Hispanics, and 
poor communities. Blacks are 
more likely to be suspected, 
arrested and convicted. Although 
Blacks commit more crimes, we 
are also convicted mistakenly 
more oftenly as well. This revolu- 
tion against crime has made it eas- 
ier to condemn Black people, even 
by our own. } 

Just recently in Columbus, 
Ohio, a woman phoned her boy- 
friend and informed him that she 
had been raped. He responded by 
killing one man and wounding two

It 
is up to our community to correct 
any and all mistakes to the best of 
our ability. For survivals sake we 
must stand up and be counted 
because it is criminal to be 

ive. 

People tend to overlook injus- 
tice when it doesn't affect them. 
The truth of the matter is that every 


individual makes up a part of our 
community, our country, and our 
world. We all belong to a bigger 
whole. What affects my neighbor 
affects me. 

If we're going to really improve 
the quality of Black life, let's do it 
with meaningful actions. The 
lethargic. attitude among Blacks 
today is part of the cause of our 
problems. It is a shame when a 
movie such as ‘The Color Purple’ 
can come along and cause within 
and without our community so 
much controversy. 

It is a sad awareness when we 
live in poverty, injustice, lawless- 
ness, and chjid has child that we 
are incited to action by a movie 
when we should have been argu- 
ing, debating and upset long ago 
about the conditions in which we 
live.

Meanwhile, the exist- 
ing stock of affordable housing 
is vanishing through abandon- 
ment, conversion and urban 
redevelopment. 


The comprehensive housing” 
legislation currently before the 
Congress would do little to 
change the Crisis in affordable 
housing. 

If anything, it could make it 
worse, since it ends new con- 
struction for public housing. 
This, despite the fact that cities 
liké New York have 200,000 
families on the waiting list for: 
public housing, while the lists in 
Washington and other cities 
include people who have been 
waiting for ten years or more. 

Congress is considering a 
plan to allow public housing 
residents to buy their apart- 
ments, and-another plan to 
allow tenants in public housing 
projects to band together to 
manage them. - 

Both are worthy experiments, 
but must not become mecha- 
nisms for dumping property 
and management responsibili- 
ties. Prospective buyers must 
be assured their projects are in 
good shape and have adequate 
reserves to meet future needs. 
And project self-management 
must give tenants’ groups 
access to technical assistance. 

Congress may also create a 
new program, the Nehemiah § 
Housing Opportunity Grant 
program that would enable low- 
income families to buy or reha- 
bilitate homes, and would give a 
prime role to non-profit com- 
munity agencies. 

Such steps are welcome, but 
they won't solve the problem by 
themselves. Without produc- 
tion of housing that low-income 
families can buy or rent, the 
best-intentioned programs will 
not make a dent in the crisis. 

With the need so great--and 
mounting—it is time to recon- 
sider national housing policy 
and come up with plans to pro- 
duce new housing. Unless suf- 
ficient units of affordable hous-° 
ing are built, the current: 
housing crisis will become a 
permanent one. _ 

Funds can be found for hous-: 
ing, just as they were found for: 
Star Wars and other things: 
government really wants to do.-: 
For starters, perhaps someone- 
can explain why mortgage: 
interest for second homes is- 
deductible in “tax reform” legis- - 
lation while millions can't afford - 
to rent a basic apartment? 

Explain why governments: 
complain they can’t afford to do - 
anything about homelessness - 
while cities like New York- 
spend up to $3,000 a month to- 
lodge homeless families in run- : 
down, dangerous hotel ac- 
commodations. *
